Prop. I Wins—Prop. 2 Loses 


, Okay Millage

It took three tries but in Monday's school millage 
election, voters approved one of two proposals that will 
permit schools to remain open the remainder of the school 
year. A 2nd proposal to increase the millage by one ad- 

oo mill was soundly defeated. Voter turnout was 
Whieavy, up almost 25% from the August vote. 

Over 2800 turned out to approve Proposition I, re- 
newing last year’s millage (15.65) plus an additional 2.25 
mills, for a total of 17.90. The vote tally was 1444 yes to 
1366 no. Proposition I] was turned down 1610 to 1164.

Innovation and determi- 
nation. That may well be 
the best way to describe 
the success story 
associated with the birth 
and growth of Carlisle 
Paddles, Inc. , a local in- 
dustry thriving in its new 
facility on North Down 
River Rd. 

Born in’ an boathouse, 
the business, for the most 
part an assembly 
operation, produces and 
markets the finest, most 
durable canoe and kayak 
paddles, oars and related 
accessories in the world. 
They're known in national 
and some international cir- 
cles as “the rugged ones.”’ 

President and founder, 
Ken Carlisle and his wife, 
Viv, reflect with nostalgia 
and some amusement back 
a few years to the boat- 


house days when the 
business was born. ‘When 
it got to the point we spent 
two days a week repairing 
paddles at our livery,” said 
Carlisle, ‘‘we darn well 
knew there had to be a bet- 
ter way.’ The couple 
owned and _ operated 
Carlisle Canoe Livery at 
the time. 

In 1968-69, Carlisle be- 
gan expcrimenting with a 
metal paddle, one durable 
and sturdy enough to with- 
stand the constant strain 
of livery use. The paddle 
that boasts the trademark, 
“the rugged one” soon be- 
came a reality. 

Operating in the cram- 
ped facility with equip- 
ment he made himself, 
Carlisle perfected the metal

task-and developing a 
market was even tougher. 
“Why | can recall) when 
prospective buyers would 
beat one of my paddles on 
the ground time after time 


after time, relentlessly 
testing its strength,” said 
Carlisle with a smile, 
thinking back to those 
early days. 

While Carlisle worked 
long hours in the 


boathouse, continually ex- 


perimenting with new pad- 


dle designs, his wife was 
busy taking care of book- 
keeping and secretarial 
chores while searching out 
new customers at the same 
time. ‘‘Many of our first 
contacts came through let- 
ters sent Lo livery owners 
who advertised in sporting 
magazines,” she recalled. 
After a process of trial and 
error, the business took off 
and is now one of the 
leading manufacturers of 
cance-kayak paddles and 
boat oars in the nation. 

Other local liveries assist- 
ed in fostering the growth 
of the Carlisle paddle. They 
served as sort of a 
“proving ground", repor- 
ting back to Carlisle on the 
paddie’s durability-helping 
to develop quality stand- 
ards-plus adding some new 
ideas of their own. 

But when the business 
quickly outgrew — the 
boathouse setting, the Car- 
lisle’s sold the livery and 
moved 
turing facility on Down 
River Rd. That was in 1974 
and the business was turn- 
ing out some 10,000 pad- 
dles a year at the time. 
Even in the larger building, 
though, the Carlisle's con- 
tinued to operate the 
business alone, and did so 
for the next four years, un- 
til in the Fall of 1978, they 
built a new, modern, 6000 
sq. ft. building adjacent to 
it. 

Prior to construction of 
the new facility, the 
business added to its 
managerial staff with the 
addition of Ralph Stevens, 
who joined the firm in the 
Spring of 1978. Stevens 
serves as the company’s 
Vice-president and handles 
all the marketing, adver- 
tising and sales promotion 
responsibilities and over-

Would You Believe?

Most people have never 
heard of Red Cross Ser- 
vices Lo the Members of the 
Armed Forces of — the 
United States, their Fami- 
lies and Veterans. Most of 
those who have heard of it 
assume that the cost is 
paid for by some Govern- 
meni Agency. 

In 190) when the Con- 
gress of the United States 
Chartered the American 
Red Cross as a legal entity 
it required American Red 
Cross to render assistance 
to members of the United 
States Armed Forces, their 
Families and Veterans, in 
all times of need regardless 
of peace or war. 

In complying with that 
mandate American Red 
Cross maintains a_ paid, 
trained, Staff field Director 
at every Military and 
Naval Base in the United 
States and Overseas: a 
world wide communication 
system for contact with 
bases outside the United 
States, headquartered at 
Washington, D.C., known 
as AMCROSS:; and vir- 
tually every one of the over 
4000 County Chapters of 
Red Cross in the U.S. pro- 
vide Volunteers who han- 
dle communications 24 
hours per day, 365 days per 
year. 

The cost of this Service 
to Military Families and 
Members of the Armed 
Forces takes about one 
third of the budget of the 
National American Red 
Cross operations, some- 
where in the neighborhood 
of $45,000,000 annually. 
Sort of shakes you, doesn’t 
it? : 

The question is, is it wor- 
th while? Ask any Service- 
man or Servicewoman or 
their Families if they have 
been involved and they will 
tell you in no uncertain 


terms how worthwhile and 
vital it is. 

But let me give vou some 
examples of what this Ser- 
vice means right here in 
Crawford County. ‘These 
are all actual instances 
which took place within the 
last. sixty days. 

A grandfatehr expired 
abruptly and unexpectedly 
under tragic circumstan- 
ces. The family wanted the 
Serviceman grandson to 
come home immediately 
from his midwestern mili- 
tary base, and, as there had 
been an unusually close 

relationship between the 
grandson and grandfather, 
they wanted the news 
broken gently and they did 
not want to do it them-

selves over the telephone, 
they were Loo upset. 

Witin minutes of the call 
from the family, the death 
was verificd officially, and 
Crawtord County Chapter 
telephone the Red Cross 
Field Director at the Gran- 
dson’s Army Base. ‘The 
situation was explained. 
the Field Director  per- 
sonally saw the Service- 
mans commanding officer, 
and they both related the 
news, and as the death had 
been verified, the Service- 
man was given immediate 
leave to come home, The 
expired time was less than 
an hour and the Chapter 
paid the telephone calls. 

At seven one morning a 
telephoned message was 
received from AMCROSS 
in Washington. A career 
Naval Officer stationed in 
Spain requested Crawford 
County Chapter to notify 
his widowed Mother that 
his wife had died of cancer 
that morning. The focal 
Mother was in delicate 
health, knew the daughter- 
in-law was ill, but not that 
she was terminal. The son 
wanted to be sure the news 
was handled tactfully with 
his Mother. One of the 
SMF Volunteers was a 
neighbor and she was able 
to visit the Mother and 
relate the news. All went 
well. 

A father called one after- 
noon, His son had just 
phoned from the airport at 
takeoff time to return to

I tecently received a let- 
ter sent by concerned par- 
ent’s regarding the conse- 
quences should the School 
millage fail to be passed by 
voter’s on Monday October 
8th.

{a} Pertain only to the permitted use of the premises. 

(b) One freestanding sign may be erected on each.abutting strect 

identifying the area provided it has been approved by the Zoning 

Board. ‘ 

(c) Any signs projecting above the building roof line shall be-ap- 

proved by the Zoning Board. 

{d) Does not face an adjoining residential district,

{a) “Meeting of the Board shall be held twice each year, and at such 

additional times as the Board may determine. The time of regular 

meetings shali be specified in the rules and regulations. There ghall
